Several times this fall we have had 
appear in the press suggestions for 
th-* control of cotton insects by clean 
up measures to bi* practiced previous 
to winter.

A great many farmers, especially 
in the coast country, normally prac­ 
tice the fall clean up and a great 
many have already completed the 
work in that section, while many 
rarmers in the counties northward 
are undertaking it as rapidly as the 
cotton is picked. 
To secure the hest 
results it must be done early and 
farmers should delay the work as 
little as possible.
